Grade Gompleted 


Big Lomond Cut Finished 
in Short Time 

The grading job on the west valley 
Lomond road was completed on 
Tuesday night and the same Is now 
open for travel, giving a completely 
graded road all the way from Vul¬ 
can to Lomond. It is hardly In good 
condition at present but a little rain 
will put it in good shape. 

This finishes one of the big grading 
jobs in this part of the country and 
is said to be the finish of the longest 
grade and biggest cut between Cal¬ 
gary and Lethbridge. Thirty-two to 
forty-four head of horses were con¬ 
tinuously on the job for over two 
weeks, making the cut which is a 
mile and forty rods in length, and 
the job was finished in a little over 
three weeks at a coat of $2600.00; 
$500.00 less than was estimated. One 
cut of 36 feet was made and the av¬ 
erage cut Is 10 feet. Where the road 
comes out of the valley from the 
bottom of the coolie it is 90 feet high 
and has an average witfth of 28 feet 
with 82 feet at the turns, thus allow¬ 
ing plenty of room for passing ve¬ 
hicles with no grades in its entire 
length. This finishes a job that has 
long been under consideration and 
has been a long-felt want and the 
municipality is to be congratulated 1 
upon its decision to complete it at 
this particular time. A good rain nov 
is all that is required to put the same 
in first class condition for all kinds 
of travel.

Get 
a little consolation by reading the 
primitive histories of some of the 
best grain growing states In the 
Union. It will perhaps alleviate your 
present brain storm and make Jfbu 
feel better satisfied with your present 
condition. Adopt a side line. Keep 
busy and hold on to what you’ve got. 
It’s going to be worth something 
some day and remember “a rolling 
stone gathers no moss.”

Roseville, July 10—‘We hrie'aiw 
absorbing topic of ' " >4 
among the farmers and business men 
these days is the unusual activity of 
the land market and the high price 
at which farm land la selling. Never 
perhaps in the history of fanning has 
there been such a situation. It can 
hardly be called a craze and hardly 
speculation, yet it approaches both. 
As some express itjnen are going 
wild over farm land just M they have 
gene wild over gold in California, oil 
in the west, and tulips in Holland. 
And it is not confined to Illinois. 
They say that the market is much 1 " 
higher and livelier in Iowa, and that 
even Canada is having the same ex¬ 
perience. In fact, it ig Bald that land 
is selling slower and lower in War¬ 
ren County than in most places. 
Iowa land is being quoted from $360 
to $376. Land around Galesburg is 
quoted selling from $375 to $450. A 
farmer who lives two miles east of 
Roseville was recently offered $406 
an acre for his farm and he refused 
the offer. And there are those who 
»ay that high prices on good tap* are 
just beginning to go up and that 
within 12 months the best land in 
Warren County will be selling for 
$500. 

There are doubtless some specula¬ 
tors at work, buf the farmers are 
buying much of the land to farm, and 
it is said that men with money are 
buying land because it is the safest 
place to put their money. When ask¬ 
ed why there was such activity in 
the land market one man said that It 
was because the country was full of 
money and that now farms were pro¬ 
ducing an income on the money in¬ 
vested. And the same man said that 
it was his opinion that it was. foolish 
fog the farmers to sell their farms 
because of the high prices unless

And a busi¬ 
ness man says that if he were guess¬ 
ing, there is a dealer in Roseville 
who has made $60,000 in the same 
line of work. 

A Roseville man sold a farm in 
Iowa to a farmer. The next week 
the farmer turned around and sold 
the same farm for $2,200 more than 
he paid for it. A farmer who lives a 
little over a mile from town bought 
a farm last spring and paid $300 an 
acre for it. Lately he has been offer¬ 
ed for the same farm a price that 
wodld make him $16,0OAsand he turn¬ 
ed it down. 

A 275 acre farm near Roseville 
sold a couple of weeks ago for a big 
price. It was sold again in a couple 
,*f days for $1,800 more than the 
first mah paid for it. And it was 
sold by the second man within a 
week for $8,000 more than he paid 
for it, making about $10,000 more 
than the original owners got for it 
two weeks ago. A Roseville man 
bought a farm in Iowa and in 30 
days cleaned up $3,000 on the deal. 
And this is just a sample of what is 
doing around here, and these stories 
are all bonafide. 

The question that^ all are asking ig, 
where is it going to end? Some 
people are optimistic and say that ac¬ 
cording to the way land is selling in 
other countries the land in America 
is selling about twice too cheap, and 
it is much better land at that. Others 
say that there i^ too much specula¬ 
tion going on and that land will drop 
and then somebody will be badly 
hurt. 

A business man here called atten¬ 
tion to the fact that some farmers 
were forgetting that the income tax 
next spring would take a slice out of 
their profits on land deals. The way 
the law provides the normal or origin¬ 
al price of the land is the fair market 
value on March 1, 1913-. After cer¬ 
tain deductions are made for ex¬ 
penses, wear and tear, all above the 
1913 price is counted as profit and 
Ian income tax must be paid upon It.

Then 
Franklin gulls arrived in large num¬ 
bers ahd freed the fields from the 
pests. There was a movement on 
foot some time ago, to erect a monu¬ 
ment to this black-headed bird in Salt 
Lake City, and may have been car¬ 
ried out by now. 

One of Mr. Buckland’s most effect- 
jive examples is drawn from his own 
experience lfi the early days in New 
Zealand. A certain caterpfllar began 
to attack the fields In armies. He saw 
countless millions of them pass out 
of one corn field and having stripped 
every stock bare, cross the road in 
solid phalanx. Horse rpllers were 


on this point. Sir Harry says that 
the war, the result of which human¬ 
ity has most to fear, is not one be¬ 
tween^ different nations'. It is that 
between man and insects, and he is 
not at all sure that man is going to 
win. Unless man prepares himself 
for It better than he is doing the in¬ 
sects may drive him from the face of 
the globe. 

How great is the danger we realise 
from the information which Mr. Buck- 
land compresses in his pamphlet. He 
emphasizes the almost unbelievable 
fecundy of certain insect forms. A 
scientist namq0 Riley, he tells us, 
once computed that the hop aphis, de¬ 
veloping thirteen generations in a 
single year, would, if uncheoked to 
the end of the twelfth generation, 
have multiplied to the number of ten 
sextilllong. Another scientist reckons 
that a single pair of potato bugs 
could in a single season increase to 
sixty million. 

The voracity of insects is almost as 
astounding as their power to increase 
their numbers. Certain of them con¬ 
sume In twenty-four hours two hun¬ 
dred times their original weight. 

Mechanical means adopted by map 
for fighting the inroads of the insects 
count for little. The only thing 
which saves him from becoming a 
panicstricf^i fugitive is bird life.

A LESSON IN CO-OPERATION. 


A reader has forwarded us the 
following clipping with a desire that 
some editorial mention be made of 
the same. We have no hesitation in 
adding to the request. The excerpt 
is taken from the London Daily Mail 
and reads as follows: 

Alderman F. Hayward, chairman of 
the Central Board of the Co-Opera¬ 
tive Union, Ltd., in opening a co-op¬ 
erative conference at Carlisle, said 
that at the outbreak of the war their 
retail distributive societies had less 
than 3,000,009 members; today they 
had nearly 4,000,000. The share capi¬ 
tal of retail societies in 1914 was less 
than £40,000,000; it was to-day 
£50,000,000. 

The retail trade had increased from 
about £83,000,000 per annum before 
the war to, approximately, £160,000,- 
000 in 1918. The wholesale trade had 
increased from £40,000,000 in 1913 to 
over £80,000,000 in 1918, while the 
value of the productions of the two 
wholesale societies had increased 
from £11,000,000 in 1913 to more 
than £23,000,000 in 1918. 

The conference adopted a proposal 
to establish a co-operative college at 
a cost of £50,000 as a means of 
“furthering the co-operative move¬ 
ment and realizing a co-operative 
commonwealth." ... 

Multiplying the pounds sterling by 
five it can easily be reckoned in 
current coin the strides made by the 
Cooperative Uni 0^1 alluded to. 

Co-operaUve unions have in many 
cases spelt success. In other cases 
there has been the reverse. This im¬ 
plies that management and co-opera- 
tion, In the true sense of the word, 
enter largely into the successful oper 
at ion of the scheme. For this there 
is a need of proper education as the 
plan of establishing a co-operative 
college, named in the article, would 
imply. * 

The idea of co-operation is a good 
one. But like most ideas it requires 
a careful practical application. In 
offsetting profiteering it undoubtedly 
furnishes a means. There is some¬ 
thing more in the plan than the mere 
glamor of a name. If properly under¬ 
stood and properly applied a co-oper¬ 
ative scheme can be made a bene¬ 
ficial one.
